The Governor's Mansion is the second oldest executive residence in the nation.  Designed by State Architect William
Nichols, it was completed in 1842 at a cost of approximately $50,000.  Believed to be the first home ever built by a
State for its Chief Executive, the Governor's Mansion has such a distinguished architectural and historical significance
that it has been designated a Registered National Historical Landmark and described on the Register of Historical
Places.  Additionally, the Mansion is used to host special events to promote the State of Mississippi to visiting
government officials, economic develop prospects, etc.

The Governor's Mansion Program provides for the operation of the Governor's Mansion as the official residence of the
Governor, including maintenance of the Mansion grounds, historical areas, and living quarters.
